Johnson ‘Took $32,000 and 
Half Interest in Moving Pic- 
tures as His Share for Fight. 


NEW CHAN.PION ON STAGE 


Vaudeville Engagements Will 
Make Him Rich—Reception 
in Havana Tonight. 


HAVANA, Cuba, April 6.—Jess Wil- 
lard’s immediate profit for knocking out’ 
Jack Johnson in their fight for the 
world’s pugilistic championship yester- 
day amounts to about $7000 in cash and 
a gold watch. The cash is his share,f 
the gate receipts and the watch is to be 
given to him by Havana citizens at a 
public reception tonight. 

Johnson received $32,000 in cash before 
the fight started. Conservative estimates 
place the gate recipts at $70,000. Ex. 
penses, including the arrangements 
originally made to have the fight at 
Juarez, Mexico, were approximately $56,- 
000. This would leave a profit of $14,000 
to be divided equally between Willard 
and the promoters. 

Willard to Go on Stage. 

The pictures, taken by an independent 
company promoted by Harry Frazee, are 
valued at $350,000. Frazee says he will 
test the Federal law which forbids the 
transportation of fight picture films. 
from one state to another. Johnson re- 
tains a half interest in the films and will 
exhibit them in France. Willard’s in- 
terest in the pictures has not been an- 
nounced. It is conceded that a gold 
mine awaits him in the vaudeville field. 

Johnson was mysteriously missing 
from his home last night. It was re- 
ported he was in a hospital receiving 
treatment for injuries in the fight. There 
also was a rumor he was hiding from 
inited States Federal authorities. It 
developed that he was at the race track 
watching the counting of the gate 
money. 

Willard will depart for the United 
States tomorrow. Johnson, his wife and 
several friends will go to the French 
Island of Martinique later in the week. 

St. Louis Ball Team Missed Fight. 

While the finishing touches were be- 
ing put on the arena for the fight,

They were all going 
to see the championship battle. 

Ship Left at 10 A, M. 

Then came the thunderclap yesterday 
morning, when Fielder Jones announced 
that the team was te-sail away from 
(‘uba on*a snip which was scheduled to 
lift its anchor at 10 a. m., two hours 
before the fight began. 

Pleading was in vain. Fielder Jones 
was inexorable. He reminded the play- 
ers that if they remained in Havana 
another day they would not reach St. 
Louis until next Friday, less than 24 
hours before they were to open the 
haseball season in Chicago. Without 
time for rest they would have to take 
a train for Chicago and hurry from the 
railroad' station therg to the hall 
zrounds. Under these circumstances, 
he said, they could not hope to be in 
good shape for the opening game. By 
embarking at 19 a. m* yésterday they 
will arrive ff St. Louis Thursday and 
have a day’s rest before going to Chi- 
cag”. ‘ 

A correspondent for an impecunious 
St. Louis newspaper who had come here 
with the team as the guest of the club 
management had expected to remain 
here for the fight, as the ball team’s 
guest. 

Finding he could not do this he cabled 
to his paper for money.

27 CONVICTED 
Ur VOTE FRAUDS 
IN TERRE HAUTE 


Mayor and Other Officials to Be 
r Sentenced Monday With 89 
Men Who Pleaded Guilty. 


ACCEPT VERDICT CALMLY 


Judge Allows All Save One to 
Remain at Liberty on Their 
Trial Bonds. 


By Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.. April 6.—All 27 


defendants, including Mayor Donn M. 
Roberts, a Judge, Sheriff and other of- 
ficials of Terre Haute, were convicted 
*-by a jury in Federal Judge Anderson’s 
court here today, of conspiracy to cor- 
rupt the election last November in Terre 
Hause. 

Judge Anderson announced that sen- 
tence would be passed on those who 
were found guilty and on the 89 who 
have pleaded guilty, at 10 a. m. Mon- 
Cay. Meantime, he permitted all the de- 
fendants, with the exeeption of Alex- 
ander Aczel, alias Steel, to remain at 


liberty under their previous bonds. Steel 
has been in jail for some time, unable 
to give bond of $6000 for alleged attempt 
to influence Government: witnesses. 

All oe the defendants, many of whom 
were accompanied by relatives, took the 
verdict calmly and there was no dem- 
onstration of any sort.

Verdict Reached Last Night. 

William Schwaninger, a retail drug- 
gist of Jeffersonville, Ind., was foreman 
and announced the verdict. After the 
jury had been discharged, one of the 
members stated that the verdict had 
been reached last night.

APPEALS FOR DYES 
SO) MILLS CAN RUN 


Government Officials Told Sup- 
ply From Germany Is Nearly 
Exhausted. 


AFFECTS 400,000 EMPLOYES 


State Department Asked to Re- 
quest England to Permit 
Shipments From Germany. 


WASHINGTON. April 6.—Representa- 
tives of American textile manufacturers, 
headed by former Congressman Metz, 
told White House and State Department 
officials today that ‘‘the end is in 
sight” for operations of American tex- 
tile mills, unless the Government can do 
something to bring dyestuffs out of 
Germany. 

They were assured by Secretary Tu- 
ntulty and Counsellor Lansing that the 
question would be taken up for fur- 
ther effort. The manufacturers told of- 
ficials that the supply of dyestuffs in 
the United States was now practically 
exhausted and that unless more could 
be imported many mill operatives would 
lose their jobs or have their earning 
capacity greatly reduced. 

The committee declared that they haa 
been in communication with manufac: 
turers in 3% states and had found that 
mills employing 400,000 operatives would 
face being closed within 3% to © days 
unless relief comes. 

Members of the committee declared 
that efforts to produce dyestuffs in the 
United States can be of no practical 
value for some time. They said that 
they conferred yesterday with Thomas 
A. Edison, who has been experimenting 
with dyestuffs inventions, and he said 
that’t would be impossible to manufac- 
ture dyestuffs on a large scale in the 
United States for several years.

Cutting Off of Dye Supply 
From Germany Handicaps 
American Manufacturers. 


Red cloth of any kind is no longer be- 
ing produced in America and the only 


red now obtainable is from the stocks 
wholesalers have on hand. These stocks 
are so nearly depleted that two of the 
largest concerns in St. Louis predicted 
yesterday that red would disappear from 
the market by July. This is due to a 
shortage in dyestuffs caused by the 
blockade of Germany from which Amer- 
ica secures almost all its ‘‘fast dves.”’ 

Neo blue dye has reached America in 
two months. The large dye factories in 
the East and South have either stopped 
producing blue cloth or are working up 
the last of their blue dye, and St. Louis 
wholesalers declare that unless the 
blockade - of Germany ceases bive 
will disappear from the market by early 
fall. No more black dye is arriving, but 
reports from the stock/ on hand, the 
wholesalers state, indicate that black 
goods may continue to be produced up 
to the first of the year, although in lim- 
ited quantities. 

Some Expcrimenters Blown Up. 

Buyers for St. Louls wholesalers said 
today that in the hasty efforts of 
American chemists to attempt to solve 
the German secret of ‘‘fast dyes’’ sev- 
eral inventors have recently been se- 
riously injured by explosions in Eastern 
laboratories. The quick stoprage of the 
manufacture of red goods is due to the 
fact that one of the chemica's necessary 
for a “fast red’’ is also required for the 
manufacture of smokeless powder and 
Germany cut off all shipments of this 
dye some time before war was declared. 
It is this chemical combination which 
has proven dangerous to the American 
chemists in their efforts to replace the 
dye. 

G. W. Adams ‘of the Carleton Dry 
Goods Co. said today that the shelves 
of red goods are about empty and that 
no more reds can be obtained. He said 
that me WP have as yet been unable 
to replace’ the German dyes and that 
American dyes are not fast. producing 
poor cloth. The American dy es, he said, 
are also more expensive than the Ger- 
man product, even after the expense of 
importing is considered. 


Price of Fixteg Salts Jumps. 

“Our men report that the dye houses 
are now working upon the last of the 
blue dye stock,’’ Adams said, “and the 
price of the salts needed for the set- 
ting of black dye has jumped from 8&8 
cents a pound to cents and $1. We 
cannot replace these salts when the 
stock ie exhausted.

Their Suspicions Verified.

upwards and towards the left until 
they ended in a blob much bigger 
than any of the others. It was as if 
a wounded insect had crawled along, 
leaving footprints behind him, until 
he had been stopped and crusHed. ® 

30,000 Miles Across, (*\)'% | 

They were sun spots. A baby’s fin- 
gernail would have covered the 
largest of them, as it appeared to the 
eye, yet Brothers Hubert and Gabriel 
estimated that actually it was 30,000 
miles across, or more than the cir- 
cumference of the earth. The string 
of them looked about an inch long, 
but to the scientist its actual length 
was the total of 300,000 miles, 

The biegest lay towards the upper 
rim behind which it soon disappeared, 
to return, in the ordinary course of 
events, April 16. The next spot in 
sigé, which is visible today, is esti- 
mated at 10,000 miles across, or wider 
than the earth’s diameter. 

Scientists have been unable to de- 
termine what causes sun spots. One 
theory has been that they represent 
terrific.cyclones causing great whirls 
in the fiery outer envelope of the sun. 
Another ig that thev are purely mag- 
netic phenomena. Whatever the ex- 
planation, there seems to be no doubt 
that they cause great disturbances in 
the earth's magnetic field and are 
usually accompanied by electrical 
storms and disturbances. 

Biggest One in Ten Years, 

They appear at their greatest mag- 
nitudes every 11 years. Next year is 
supposed to be the time when they 
will again reach their climax, but the 
big one, detected by the Brothers last 
Tuesday, was the largest that has 
been seen in 10 ygars. 

Last Friday’s great storm when ship- 
ping was paralyzed on the Atlantic and 
the Government wireless wafned boats 
at sea to seek shelter, may have been 
due, in the opinion of Brother Hubert, 
to this very cause. 

Since their discovery Brothers Hubert 
and Gabriel have been watching the sun 
spots every day and delivered nightly 
wireless reports and lectures on them to 
all the wireless stations within their ra- 
dius that cared to listen. 


AVIATOR PLAYS IN. A GALE 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—‘Art’’ 
Smith, a young Chicago aviator, gave 
an exhibition of what he himself calis 
‘serial insanity,” at the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition yesterday. He appeared to 
lose all control of his machine and 
rolled and tossed about in a gale that 
swept in through the Goldea Gate. His 
biplane tumbled over and over, forward 
and backward and tipped sidewise, but 
was always under the control of the 
aviator. He looped the loop 21 times. 
Spectators believed Smith was about 
to meet the fate of Lincoln Beachy, but 
he descended unharmed.

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TIS GUILD DIES. 
AT BOSTON HOME 
FROM PNEUMONIA 


Iliness of Former Governor and 
Former Ambassador to 
Russia Began, With Cold. 


BOSTON, Apri] 6—Curtis Guild, for- 
mer Governor of Massachusetts and 
former Ambasagdor to Russia, died 
early today. He was Ambassador to 
Russia for two years during President 
Taft’s administration and was three 
times Governor of Massachusetts. He 
attained unusual distinction as a public 
speaker through his ability to address 
an audience with ease in any one of 
several languages? In 1909 at the invita- 
tion of the Swiss Government and Ge- 
neva University he delivered an address 
in French at the 350th anniversary of 
the birth of John Calvin. The Universi- 
ty awarded him the degre of Doctor of 
Sacred Theology. He had many degrees 
from other universities. 

In 1910, in Mexico City, as Special Am- 
bassador of the United States at the 
centennial celebration of the independen- 
ence of Mexico, he gave an address in 
Spanish. While he was Governor he 
welcomed some Japanese visitors with 


ja few words to them in their own 


tongue, and with a. brief speech in Ital- 
ian he welcomed the Duke of the Abruz- 
zi. 

While Guild was at Harvard Universi- 
ty he was an editor of the Crimson and 
in his senior year edited the Lampoon. 
On leaving college, he entered the office 
of the Boston Commercial Bulletin, a 
weekly trade paper founded by his fa- 
ther, of which he later became sole 
owner. 

In the war with Spain Guild, who at 
the time was Brigadier-General in the 
Massachusetts Militia, served on the 
staff of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, .with the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and as In- 


rter of Freehold,

spector-General of the Seventh Army 
Corps. 

Guild was born in Boston Feb. 2, 1860. 
His illness began with a cold contract- 
ed after a trip to Salem, April 1, and

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ORDINANCES 10 Bt 
IN EFFECT MAY 2 


Noise-Making Devices and Head- 
lights Regulated; Use of 
“Cut-Out” Prohibited. 


Three new automobile ordinances, 
signed by Mayor -Kiel last Friday. 
will become effective May 2. They 


are to regulate the use of noise-mak- 
ing devices, and to prohibit their un- 
necessary use by drivers; to regulate 
the use of daszling headlights; and to 
require the use of mufflers and pro- 
hibit the use of the “cut-out.” 

A fourth automobile ordinance, 
which was passed with the others, 
will be vetoed, the Mayor has indi- 
cated. This is the one prohibiting 
the discharge of smoke from motor 
vehicles. 

Mayor Kiel told a Civic League de)- 
egation, which called on him regard- 
ing the smoke bill yesterday, that his 
“own little auto” had told him more 
about the smoke question than the 
delegation could tell him. When the 
auto wishes to smoke, it smokes. he 
said, and he has found no way to 
stop it. He therefore thought the or- 
dinanoe would inflict hardship on 
drivers.. The ordinance provides that 
it shall be a good defense for any 
arrested person to prove that no de- 


vice is known by which he could have 


stopped the smoking of his car. 


One of the automobile noise ordinances 
which have been enacted prohibits the 
use of ‘‘any bell, horn, gong, whistle or 
other signal or noise-making device’’ br 
anh automobile driver, except to warn oth. 
rf persons or to signal a traffic officer. 
This applies both while a car is in tho- 
tion and while it is stationary, but noth- 
ing. is said about punishing small boys 
who walk down the street, squeezing the 
horn ‘bulbs of: all tle abandoned autos 
they pass. 

The other noise law requires thé use. 
on every automobile, of a muffler, to 
déaden the sound of the exhaust, ard 
provides that “‘every muffler, cut-out or 
other such device which permits the 
exhaust to be expelled from the motor 
without the sound thereof being mutf- 
fled or deadened” shall be closed while 
the car is being driven. | 

The headlight ordinance applies to all 
motor vehicles not runing on tracks, 
except road rollers, fire apparatus, po- 
lice patrol wagons and ambulances. It 
forbids the use of any lighting device 
“which concentrates and projects any 
part of the light into a beam,”’ unless 
it is so adjusted that at a point 75 feet 
ahead of the car the light shall be pro-, 
jected not more than, three feet above 
the surface of a level roadway. 

The fine fixed in each of the new ordi- 
nances for violation is not less than $5 
nor more than $200.

Police Judge Hogan decided today. He

The two policemeu 
who arrested him rode on the running 
board of his machine to the station, 
making 16 persons who were hauled at 
once. 

The charge placed against Pieper was 
that he had so loaded nis car “‘as to 
cause delay in traffic and injury to man, 
beast and property.” The Judge, in de- 
claring that there was no ordinance to 
uphold this charge, told Pieper he ought 
to be more careful. 

“But,” he told the policemen, “if you 
arrest every driver whose vehicle is dan- 
gerously overloaded, you may have to 
arrest a motorman occasionally. I have 
seen men riding on the bumpers, on the 
car steps and even on top of cars, in 
much .more danger than they would be 
in an overloaded auto.”

Harry S. Konetzky, Republican candi- 
date for Alderman in the Third Ward, 
admitted a discrepancy of $726.06 in his 
aecounts as a collection agent for the 
Laciede, Gaslight Co. last October, and 
when pressed for restitution he gave a 
worthless check for that amount to the 
Equitable Surety Co., which had signed 
his bond, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned yesterday. 

The check was drawn on the North- 
western Bank, and it was returned to 
the, surety company with the notation 
that Konetzky did not have funds in the 


Account Ig Made Good. 
Konetzky then promised that he would 


send a certified check for the amount of 
the discrepancy, but after waiting two 
days for him to do so the surety com- 
pany made good the account to the La- 
cledé Gaslight Co. 

Konetzky has a drug store at 1720 
North Fifteenth street. It was one of 
many places in‘town where users of gas 
could pay their bills. When Konetzky 
took the gas collection agency &4e was 
required to give bond. The Equitable 
Surety Co. signed this bond, which was 
to reimburse the Laclede Gaslight Co. 
for any loss it might sustain through 
Konetzky’s handling of the agency. 

The discovery that money cojlected for 
the gas company at Konetzky’s store 
had not been turned over to the gas 
company was made early in October, 
after the agency had been in operation 
several months. 


Had Receipted Bills, 
A number of persons in North St. 


Louis and some in other sections of the 
city were surprised when collectors for 
the gas company visited their homes to 
collect bills. They showed to the col- 
lectors receipted bills showing that pay- 
ments had been made at Konetzky’s 
drug store. Many of these _ receipts 


An audit of the company’s account 
with the Konetzky agency was then 
made and the discrepancy was put at 
$726,05. Notice of this was sent to the 
Equitable Surety Co. 

Then came Konetzky’s acknowledge- 
ment of the discrepancy and the pay- 
ment with a check that could not be 


Shows His Receipted Bill. 
One man, from whom an attempt was 


made to collect a bill he had already 
paid, lives on Gravois avenue in South 
St. Louis. He said he happened to be 
passing Konetzky’s store when he re- 
piembered his gas bill and went in and 
pald it. He showed a recéipt signed with 
Konetzky’s name. 

B. J. Taussig, president of the Equit- 
able Surety Co., would give out no in- 
formation as to the Konetzky transac- 
tion today, except to say that It causes 
"0 loss to the surety company. 

Charles L. Holman, president of La- 
clede Gaslight Co., said he could not talk 
of the transaction. 

Since Konetzky became a candidate for 
office some of those from whom an ef- 
fort was made to collect their gas bills 
a second time have been talking and 
thus the facts as to the discrepancy and 
restitution through the bonding com- 


Konetsky’s Statement. 

Konetzky, when asked for a state- 
ment, said after each collection pe- 
riod it was his custom to bank the 
gas company’s receipts and then send 
a check for the amount to the bond- 
ing company, which, in turn, paid the 
Sas company. He said his bank ac.- 
count in October, when he wrote the 
$726 check. was overdrawn. He ad- 
mitted promising to give the bond- 
ing company a certified check within 
two days, to replace the worthless 
check, and said he did pay the money 
in cash.

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A CHRONOLOGY OF DEBACLE. 

‘What was the size of Lee’s army that faltered 
just 50 years ago in warding off disaster from 
the Confederacy? The final reports were made 
on March 1, 1865. They showed that of infantry 
and cavalry, the latter consisting of 5700 poorly 
mounted fighters, he had 43,052 men and 5000 of 
artillery, a total of 48,052 ragged, disheartened 
soldiers. 

Grant had in his Army of the Potomac 69,000 
infantry and 6000 artillery with 243 guns; in his 
Army of the James 32,000 infantry, 3000 artillery 
and 1700 cavalry; in the independent cavalry 
corps under Sheridan 13,000 cavalrymen, of whom 
10,000 had just arrived from the Shenandoah. 
‘These numbers totaling 124,700 men include only 
effective, ready-for-duty men, impatient to end 
the war. 

The present trenches in Western Europe ex- 
tend from the sea to the Alps. It is impractical 
for one side to get around to the rear of the 
other. But this possibility was always open at 
Richmond in 1864-65. ‘The combined armies of 
Lee and Grant would hardly make a single unit 
in the European armies. The miles of trenches 
had to come to an end somewhere, and this some- 
where was to the southwest of Richmond and 
Petersburg. Late in March Grant prepared to ex- 
tend the lines of his much larger army to the 
west until they overlapped Lee's lines. 

-The chronology of the loss of the lost cause 
makes almost every day now an anniversary of 
big events 50 years ago: 

March 28. Conference of Lincoln, Grant, 
Sherman and Admiral] D. D. Porter on a river 
steamer off City Point. 

March 29. Sheridan’s cavalry tohlewet by 
Warren's infantry ordered to the west on @ 


line about 80 miles south of Richmond, to 
draw Lee’s men from their well-protected 
trenches. 

March 30: Pickett rushed by Lee from the 
Richmond defenses to head off the movement. 

March 31. Battle of Dinwiddie Courthouse, 
in which Sheridan was checked. 

April 1. Battle of Five Forks, 13 miles 
southwest of Petersburg, in which the Pickett 
force with which Lee attempted to extend the 
thin lines of his right to the west was crushed 
by Sheridan, 5000 being captured. 

April 2. Jefferson Davis and Cabinet fled 
from Richmond. 

April 3. Last of Confederate armed forces 
left Richmond. 

‘ April 4. Abraham Lincoln visited the aban- 
doned Confederate capital.

Permit us to admire the late photograph of 
Gen. Leverard in the heroic act of kissing Lieut.

Gen. Leverard is seen to bea militantly bewhis- 
kered veteran, and his noble victim is bravely 
offering his left cheek to the osculation. 

There is no denying that the French have cour- 
age, in which possession the Lieutenants and 
even the common soldiers sometimes equal the 
commanders. But we cannot help asking, why 
penalize bravery on the field of action?—unless 
the direct purpose is to render war distinctly 
unpleasant if not altogether objectionable. 

In the days of so-called barbarism the brave 
deserved the fair. Indeed in modern times, as 
Hobson's experience shows, kissing of the right 
sort has been a powerful incentive to heroism.

WHAT PRISONERS EAT. 


LMOST all the countries participating in the 
A war complain that their soldiers are not 
properly sustained as prisoners of war. If 

one would believe half that is charged, what prisoners 
eat at such a time is incredibly meager. It is not 
exactly the life, to paraphrase a popular saying. 


As some of the inmates of Andersonville came home 


from the Civil War, these men will for the. most 
part first frighten their native lands with’ their 
thinness and then entertain people to their dying 
day with harrowing stories of what they survived 
at the enemy’s table. There is less complaint of the 
Japanese than anyone else. In Japan the menu for 
German prisoners of war begins with oysters and 
ends with nuts, whereas in almost all the Buropean 
countries the meal is said to begin and end with a 
very thin soup. 

One would suppose that if The Hague is ever 
rehabilitated and restored to respect, a menu for 
prisoners of war could be decided upon by the 
civilized world and reasonably assured. A plain 
three-course dinner ought. to be vouchsafed every 
combatant falling into the enemy’s hands, and it 
should also conform in a nice Christian way to 
what soldiers are accustomed to eating at home. 
Thus, it fs an unnecessary cruelty to feed beef 
eaters rice and rice eaters beef. Nor is it to be con- 
templated in a fair understanding among civilized 
nations that prisoners from Western Europe should 
have to sustain themselves in Mohammedan coun- 
tries on dates and figs, Prisoners of war are en- 
titled to their pompernickel, their birdnest soup, or 
whatever else they have’been accustomed to eating. 
War is bad enough without others trying to make us 
eat what they like, or without ps trying to make 
other people eat what sustains us here. To practice 
those petty cruelties only puts us on a plane with 
Villa, who first takes his prisoners and then blandly 
shoots them. They never show up at breakfast in 
this world at all.

It Is 13 Per Cent of All Causes, 
Highest in Any of Six 
Largest American Cities. 


NEW YORK FIGURE LOWEST 
Secretary of Prevention Society 


Defends Accuracy of State- 
ments on Subject. 


A letter which the St. Louis Society 
for the Relief and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis is sending out, in a campaign 
for funds, contains statements as to the 


|relative number of deaths from tuber- 


culosis in St. Louis, as compared with 
other cities, which were so startling as 
to raise a question as to their dcecuracy. 

A. W. Jones Jr., secretary of the so- 

ciety, went over the different assertions 
today with a Post-Dispatch reporter and 
‘declared that each was borne out by 
authentic figures, obtained from the St. 
Louis Health Department. 
The statements as to the comparative 
number of tuberculosis deaths in 5t. 
Louis were in the letter in the form of 
questions, and were as follows: 

*‘Why should St. Louis have the high- 
est death rate from tuberculosis of any 
of the largest six American cities? 

“Why should New York have the low- 
est rate of any of the six? 

“Why should one out of every nine 
funerals in this city be that of a con- 
sumptive? 

“Why should nearly three-fourths of 
the deaths here during the last 10 years 
from contagious diseases be from tuber- 
culosis? 

“Why should 13 per cent of the deaths 
from all causes in this city in 1914 be 
from tuberculosis? (Excluding the doz- 
ens sent away for the cure and dying 
elsewhere.) 

Rate Higher Than in Pittsburg. 
“Why should the tuberculosis death 
rate in St. Louis be on the increase 
when in every one of the larger cities, 
and many of the smaller ones, it is de- 
creasing? 

“Why should Pittsburg, the smokiest 
city, have a smaller tuberculosis death 
rate than St. Louis? Pittsburg, 8 per 
cent; St. Louis, 13 per cent. 

*“‘Won’t you help us change these con- 
ditions? Make checks payable to Charles 
P. Pettus, treasurer."’ 

The statement that St. Louis has the 
highest death rate from tuberculosis of 
the six largest American cities, and 
that New York’s rate is the lowest of 
the six, is based on figures for 1913, ob- 
tained from the Health Department. 
These figures show the percentage of 
tuberculosis deaths to all deaths to be: 
New York, 6.16; Chicago, 10.94; Phila- 
delphia, 10.15; St. Louis, 11.41; Boston, 
8.97; Baltimore, 8.58. According to cen- 
sus figures, Cleveland, and not Balti- 
more, is the sixth city... Jones said he 
did not have the figures for Cleveland, 
but was sure that the Cleveland rate 
would be comparatively low. Cincin- 
nati and New Orleans are shown to 
have had a higher rate than St. Louis 
in 1913. For 1914 the percentage for St. 
Louis rose to a fraction over 13. 

The statement as to “‘one out of every 
nine funerals” was a conservative one, 
Jones said, and it might almost have 
been rhade “one out of every eight. ’ 
For 1914, he said, the deaths from tu- 
berculosis in St. Louis and at Koch 
Hospital and Mount St. Rose Hospital, 
whose patients are from St. Louis, were 
1502, and the total deaths from all 
causes, with the deaths from the two 
hospitals added, were 11,418. This is con- 
siderably more than one-eighth. When 
the figures of the two hospitals are left 
out the 13 per cent is established. 

Figures for 10 Years, 

The 10 years mentioned in another 
question are 190 to 1914, inclusive. In 
that time, according to Health Depart- 
ment records, the average percentage of 
tuberculosis deaths among all deaths 
from contagious diseases was 72.31 per 
cent, or nearly three-fourths. The low- 
est percentage was 66.75, in 1913, and 
the highest 78.01, in 1908.. For 1914 it was 
69.44 


Jones did not have full figures at hand 
on the assertion that the tuberculosis 
death rate in other cities was decreas- 
ing, but he said all the figures he had 
seen tended to show this. He said the 
answer to all the questions comparini 
St. Louls unfavorably with other cities, 
in the matter of tuberculosis, was that 
the city governments of the other 
cities, notably New York, made appro 
priations for the maintenance of visit- 
ing nurses, to detect and treat incipient 
cases, and to guard against the spreai 
of the disease. The St. Louis city gov- 
ernment has failed to make an appro- 
priation for this purpose and the bur- 
den. falls on private charity.
